File Memorendum 
on my parting visit with the Chancellor, 


(Bundeskanzler) 


After an exchange of irrelevant courtesies, the conversation turned 
to the speech of the Cnanocilor (timdesikengler), Т said to him that 
though he had used very cordial expressions on the German mission of 
Austria his dramatic advocacy of her independence which he apparently 
considered threatened had drowned out is testimony to а large extent, 
to say nothing about some unnecessary pinpricks against Germany, To 
his assertion that he had reestablished his authority in the country 
by this speech I added that this speech also had provoked a debate 
yesterday in the French Chamber, In my opinion i5 was greatly to be 
regretted that the Austrian question had sgain become the center of 
European discussions. For Germany an Austrian independence supported 
by French end Czech crutches was intolerable, for it would lead to 
arguments which might easily endanger the peace concluded recently, 


The Chancellor admitted this without qualifications and requested 
me to inform the Reich Foreign Minister as soon as possible that neither 
he nor any other political agency in Austria hed instigated this debate 
in the French Chamber, and that he shared my Opinion on its extra- 
ordinarily disrupting effects. On my request he stated his Willingness 
to publish Sunday morning an article in the official peper "Wiener 
Zeitung" (Viennese Newspaper) in which he would Clearly detach the 
problem of Austrian independence from French interests, And he had 
instructed the Austrian press to carry only meagre excerpts of the 
debate in the Chamber, 


I then introduced into the conversation the wide-spread opinion 
that he had acted under "brutal pressure" in Berchtesgaden, I myself 
had been present and been able to state that he had always and at every 
point had complete freedom of decision, The Chancellor replied he had 
actually becn under considerable more? pressure, he could not deny that. 
He had made notcs on thetalk which borc that out, I reminded him that 
despite this talk he had not seen his way clear to make any concessions, 
and I asked him whether without the pressure he would have been ready to 
make the concessions he made late in the evening, He answered: "To be 
honest, no !" It appears to то of importance to record this statement, 


In parting I asked the Chancellor never to deceive himself that 
Austria could ever maintain her status withthe help of Non-German 
European combinations. This question would be decided only according 
to the interests of the German people, He osserted that he held the 
seme conviction and would act accordingly.

had boen ^t Saxonhausen, 


Tho Cost^ro authoritios with whom I spoke on my fro- 
quont, ani often daily visits t^ tho Gost^po headquarters 
aid not hesitate to stato that they resor’ed Commnists in 
particular as subversive and as an clement iangorous to the 
Strato, anc thet it was nocossaPy to wipe them out, Diohls, 
tho first chisf of tho Gestapo, in particular, whom I saw 
nearly ovcry day of tho March wave sf torror іп 1933, mado 
no attonpt to conco21l tho systomatic character of tho roundá- 
ups of what ho called "subvorsive porsons"; though ho did 
attompt to justify it to mo as nocossary to tho safcty of 
tho Stato, While denying that any vislo against Amorican 
citizens was contomplated, ho а2мі оа i 1s boing 
uncortaicon against Gormans.

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The Nazis planned to gain their aims by force, preforably by 
the threat of force alone if possible, апа by war if needed.

Immediately after the Nazis came into power they started a 
vast rearmament program. was ono of ths primary immediate 
objectives of the Nazi rogims. 5 a matter of fact, the two immed- 
iato objectives of the Nazi regime when it cane into power had to 
be and were, according to their own statements frequently made to 
me; first, to bring about ths complete and absolute cstablishment 
of their power over Yermany and the 4crman people so that they 
would become in every respect willing snd capable instruments of the 
regime to carry through its ends; and second, tho establishment of 
а tremendous armed power within Germany in order that tho political 
and economic program in Southeastern Europe and in Zurope could be 
Carried through by force if necessary, but preferably by a threat 
of force, It was characteristic that in carrying through this 
Second aim they emphasized from the very outset tho building of an 
Overpowering- air force. Gocring and Milch often said to me or in 
my presence that the Nazis had decided to concentrate on air power 
as the weapon of terror most Likely to give Germany a dominant 
position and the weapon which could be developed the most rapidly 
and in the shortest timc. in 1934 fron a high ranking General in 
the German army, whose name I cannot recall for the moment, Т 
learned that thay planned to build 1200 planes that year, which wa 
a huge „ir force for that period and something in terms that no one 
hed thoucht of before in any country. The rapid development of this 
air program was obvious to everyone for one could not go out on the 
streets in Porlin or in any other City of importance in Germany 
without seeing рі) съз and air force trainees in evidence everywhere. 
They were given special privileges and special housing in order to 
encourage young men to ent: the air training program. The rearma- 
ment progran as a whole, is should be emphasized, proceeded with 
unbelisvable rapidity. It proceeded nore quickly, as high Nazi 
leaders themselves stated co шә, than they themselves believed would 
be possible. 1% proceeded more rapidly than even informed and trai- 
ned foreign observers in : inny would have believed possible even 
though they knew the resourvcos of the German industrial machine. 


_4t tho same time that janent program was in progress, 
the Nazi regime took 111 possible moasgures to prepare the German 
people for war in the psychological sense. Throughout Germany, 
for example, one saw everywhere German youth of all ages engaged in 
military exercises, driltins, field maneuvers, practicing the throw- 
ing of hand grenades, ete. In this connection 1 wrote in an offi- 
cial communication in November 1953, from Berlin as follows: 

"eee.  PYorything that is being done in the country 
today has for its objcet to make tho people belicve 
that Germany is threatened vitally in every aspect 
of its life by outside influences and by other 
countries, tverything is being dono to use this 
feeling to stinul бо military training and exer- 
rises, and innuncrable measures are being taken to 
develop the German people into a hardy, sturdy race 
which will be able to mest all comers. The military 
Spirit is ccastantly growing., It cannot be othsr- 
Wiss. The leaders of "crTAany today heave no desire 
ror peace unless it is a Peace which the world sakes 
at the expense of complete compliance with German 
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desires and ambitions. Hitler and his associates 
really and sincerely want peace for the moment, 

but only to have a chance to get $3 to use foree 
if it is found finally assential. they are pre- 
paring their way so carefully that there is not in 

my mind any question but that the German people will 
be with them when they want to use force and when 
they feel that they h:.ve the necessary means to carry 
through their objects ..." 


Military preparation and psychological preparation were 
coupled with diplomatic preparation dosigned to so disunite and 
isolate their intended victims as to render then defenseless 
against Geriian aggression. I well remomber ono conversa ition I had 
with Goebbels in tho earlivcst period of the Nazi Government, in 
which I expressed the opinion that they sould never got амлу with 
their progran in шигоро. His reply was "But you don't know what 
we can do by ereating dissension - without anything being done 
specifically on our part or which can be laid to our door, we will 
gct these people to fight among thenselves and so weaken themselves 
that they will be an easy prey for us". Т can still recall the 
Cynical manner in which he specifically indicated the "sore spots" 
in Austria and in Czechoslov: ‘kia and in other countries and on 
which by insidious means German ugents could arouse dissension and 
get the peoples in tho countries thenselves disunited, 


Fron surface appearances and judging fro: historical standards 
only, the obstacles to the :chicvenent of the Nazi objectives were 
formidable indeed, Completely aside fron tho difficulty of bring- 
ing about complete co ordination within YVersiany and complete control, 
and in carrying through such a huge military program, there were 
these de finite δολαρίων in the politieal and dipic.atic field. 

In 1933 france was tho dominant military power on the Vontinent. 

In tho interest of security she hud formed within the framework 

of the League of ilutions, a system of mutual assistance both in 

the west and in the bast., The Locarno Pact of 1928, supplemented 

b the franco~Belgiun alliance, gu.ranteed the territorial status 
quo in the West. Yugoslovia, Czechoslovakia and Ruuania were al- 
lied in the Little Entente and each in turn was united with France 
by mutual assistance pacts. Since 1922, France and Poland had 
likewise been allied against external aggression. Italy had a 
Special interest in austrian independence which she made definitely 
clear. From 1934 to 1936, France апа Italy each proposed апа en- 
deavored to sponsor political and economie accords to strengthen 
the powers of resistance of the eastern шигореап countries to German 
designs, Throughout all of Southeastern Europe, “rance and Italy 
both were active through their diplomatic machinery in strengthening 
the position of these countries and of their independence. The 
most important of these arrangements were the proposed East Locarno 
Pact, inspired by Zrance and intended to include all countries in 
the Hast, ranging from the Baltic to the adriatic and Black Sea, 
and the proposed Danubian Pact which had for its principal objec- 
tive strengthening the economic position of the countries of South- 
eastern surope’ by promoting mutual trade relations between Austria 
and the other countries which had recently been part of the Austro- 
Hungarian “mpire. 


Nazi Germany launched a vigorous diplomatic campaign to break 
up these alliances and understandings, to create division among 
members of the Little intente and the other “astern ΒΙΤΟΡΕΒΩ powers, 
and to divide all of them from France on whose military power the 
security of these smaller states in the last analysis rested. То 
Some of these countries, particularly Yugoslavia, Hungary and Po- 
land, Nazi Germany made extravagant and often inconsistent promises 
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of territorial and солон rewards &s a рг1се for cooperation in 
the German program of aggression against their neighbors. To other 
countries, especially France апа ingland, Hazi Germany offered the 
attractive prize of peace апа security as the price of giving Ger- 
many a free hand in Southeastern surope. To allay the fears of 
its neighbors until Germany had completed its nilitary and diploma- 
tic preparations, Germany cleverly proceeded Step by step, always 
giving solemn assurances that the immediate objective was her last. 
In making these promises she was uninhibited by any scruples as 
to the sanctity of inten ®t ohal obligations. High ranking Nazis 
with whom + had to maintain official contact, particularly men such 
as Goering, Goebbels, Loy, Frick, fre mk, D rrê and others, repeatedly 
scoffed at my position as to the binagin; character of treaties and 
openly stated to me that Geruany would observe her international 
under rtekings only so long as it suited Ger any's interests to do so. 
Although these statements were openly made to me : they were, Т 
am sure, made to others, thess Nazi leaders wer really dis- 
closing any secret for on many occasions they expressed the same 
ideas publicly. 


Іп this specific connection I quote from a letter which I 
wrote to Under Secretary of state Ph з in Washington, dated 
March 24, 1934: 


"her (Germany's) agreement with Poland is only 
one of a series of agreements which she would like 
to make to follow out he Lic f gaining time 
and allaying suspicion, t when one realizes what 
а callous attitude those in power here take now 
towards agreaments of any kind, and hears what they 
have to say about them, one realizes that they 
mean nothing iore than what they are intended for, 
і.е. a part of her policy to keep the peace and 

naintain the status quo until she is prepared to 
gain her ends throu; h force if thəy cannot be 
achieved otherwise", 


In the last analysis, ho: sver, it was not faith in Germany's 
promises but fsar of German might and possible aggressive action 
which induced Germany's neighbors, particularly the small ones, 
to progressively acquiesce in her designs. The huge German re- 
armament progran, which was never a secret, and which was openly 
announced in tho spring of 1955, and vornany's reoccupation of the 
“hineland, all done with only mild protests from France and England, 
and the failure of the League to stop Mussolini's Abyssinian adven- 
ture, convinced the peoples of the Smaller countries of sSastern 
Burope that france either could not or would not resist German ex- 
pansion in the Bast, that Zngland would not take any positive steps 
to stop Germany, and that the only thi ng that was left to them was 
to make the best possible deal with Nazi Gurmany. 


These considerations to be sure did not convince all people 
and all political leaders among Gernany's neighbors. The Nazis 
made plain, however, that any opposition whicn remained would be 
helpless. She continued the program of stirring up internal dis- 
sensions wherever they existed in other countries and openly aided 
Sympathetic Nazi and Fascist and anti-Government groups, parti- 
cularly in Yugoslavia, Hungar 7, Rumania, austria and Czechoslovakia. 


ouch briefly was the general plan of "German diplomacy" and 
political action δον economic action during these years. I had oc- 
casion to follow the details of its operation from close observation 
during the years 1935 to 1937. 
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Austria and Czechoslovakia were the first on the Verman pro- 
graŭ of aggression. as early as 1934, Germany began to woo neigh- 
bors of these совпігісз with promises "of a Share in the loot. To 
Yugoslavia in particular they offered Carinthia Concerning the 
Yugoslav reaction, i reported at the tino: 


"...lhe major factor in the internal situation in 
the last week has been tbe increase in tension with 
rospect to tho Austrian sazi refugees in Yugoslavia. 
... There is very little doubt but that Goering, 
when ho mado his trip to various Capitals in 
southeastern surops about six months ago, told the 
Yugoslavs that they would get a part of Carinthia 
when a National Socialist Government came into power 
in Austria. ... The Nazi seed sown in Yugoslavia has 
becn sufficient to ceuse trouble and there аге un- 
doubtedly a good many people there who look with a 
great doal of benevolence on those wazi refugees who 
went to Yugoslavia in the days following July 25." 


Germany made like promises of territorial gains to Hungary 
and to Poland in order to gsin their cooperation or at least 
their acquiescence 2 the proposod dismemberment of Uzechoslovakia. 
As I learned from my diplomatic colleagues in Vienna, von Papen 
and von Mackensen in Vi SAS and in Budapest in 1955, were spreading 
the idea of division of Czechoslovakia, in which division Germany 
was to got Bohemia, Hungary to get Slovakia, and Foland the rest. 
This did not deecive спу of these countries for they knew that the 
intention of Nazi Germany was to take all. 

The Nazi vsraan Government did not hesitate to make inconsis- 
tent promises when it suited its immediate objectives. I recall 
the Yugoslav Minister in Vienna sa ying to me іп 1934 or 1955, that 
Germany had made promises to Hungsry of Yugoslav territory while 
at the suae time promising to Yugoslavs. portions of nungarian terri- 
tory. The hungarian minister in Vicnna later gave mo the same in- 
formation. 


I should emphasize here in this statement that the men who 
made these promises wsre not only the died-in-tho-wool Nazis but 
more conservative Germans who already had begun to willingly lend 
themselves to the liazl program. In an official despatch to the 
Department of state from Vienna dated October 10, 1935, I wrote 
as follows: 


" ..e-e8urope will not get away from the myth that 
Neurath, Papen, and iia хепвеп are not dangerous 
peoples and that thay are ‘diplomats of the old 
school’. Thoy аге in fact servile instruments of 
the regime and just because the outside world 
looks upon the mas harmless, they aro able to 
work more effectively. They are able to sow 
discord just because they propagate tho myth 

that they are not in sympathy with the regime." 


At this point in this statement I should set forth the follow- 
ing. «hon the Nagi Party took ovor in Germany it represented only 
a small part of the German population. It dominated all of Ger- 
nany and rapidly assured itself of that domination by means of or- 
ganization ond terror, the details of which are an historical re- 
cord and need not be set forth here. At the beginning of 1933, 
eager baa a few of tho lazi leaders, such as Hitler and Hess and 
ering, recognized the idea of world domination, they spoke little 
of it. At the beginning the great mass of tho Party and the regime 
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itself had for its open objective the domination of Southeastern 
Europe. Literally this meant to them at the outset absorption of 
Czechoslovakia and Austria and complete political and economic con- 
trol of the other countries down to Turkey. They always excluded 
mentioning Turkey 85 as not to greatly disturb Great Britain. As 
the domination of the vermans increased within Germany as the mili- 
tary program progressed and as the German people increasingly be- 
came imbued with the Nazi spirit, and more rapidly than even the 
most fanatic Nazis had believed possible, their power,inereased in- 
credibly within and without Germany. within Germany there was an 
attitude of complste apathy so far as resistance was concerned. 
without Germany in the smaller countries which felt themselves 
threatened, the fear constantly became greater. It was this grow- 
ing sense of power and the realization of the fear and lack of mea- 
Sures of resistance from the outside that rapidly caused the Nazi 
idea to expand with respect to domination over Europe and in fact 
over the world. 


In this connection it must also be borne in mind that most of 
the higher officers of the German Army during the first years of 

the Nazi regime lent their aid to the iiazi regime only because they 
believed that under such regime they would be able to rebuild the 
German aray which they had not been able to do under previous German 
Governments and thus restore tne power of Germany in Europe and in 
the world. «at the outset it is probable that only a few of these 
Сопега1з shared the territorial aggressive idea of the Wazis, but 
increasingly as the Army sav its power growing from the lower ranks 
to the upper they became imbued with these aggressive designs just 
as much as the Nazis. 


tor a tims France and Italy endeavored to counter these moves 
by Yermany, described in the preceding paragraphs. In 1934, Barthou, 
the very able and discerning French toreign i.inister, endeavored 
to promote an Hast Locarno Pact to guarantee the territory of all 
the Eastern and Southeastern European countries and to provide a 
guarantee against external aggrossion by mutual assistance pacts 
Supported by france and Russia. France also continued her efforts 
to foster an sconomic aceord between Austria and the other Danubian 
powers which had previously been members of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, while Italy sought to organize a moro limited economic bloc 
of austria, Hungary and Italy. 


Ths Nazi German Government nado every effort to prevent the 
carrying through of these accords. ‘To Yugoslavia, for example, 
Germany made promises of support for Yugoslavia's ambitions with 
regard to Italian territory, particularly Trieste, as well as to a 
share of austria. Germany's object was by sowing discord between 
Yugoslavia end Italy to prevent France from reaching an agreement 
with both of them and hence to frustrate all hopes of bringing ΠΏ 
dast Locarno Pact into being. In Uctober 1934, I roported from 
Vienne, as follows: 4 


"...ihe Forszign Minister called attention to the 
reports which they have with respect to the intensive 
diplomatic activities of Germany in Warsaw, in 
belgrade, in sofia, and in Budapest. They have in- 
-ormation, he told me, from a very reliable source 
that the present German policy is to create hopes 

and unrest, particularly in Во1 гадә and sofia, so 
that when sing alexander gous to Paris ho will face 
the french with a situation which will make it im- 
possible for them to reach any agreement with Italy. 
Tae «ilhelmstrasse beiicvos, according to the 
Linistor's information, that if barthou has no 
success at ome the present French .ünistry will 
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have to resign on his return and a stronger loft 
liinistry formed, with which the \/jilhelmstrasse can 
reach some agreement. The foreign Linister said that 
ho did not think the Germans would succeed in this, 
or that a failures of the Pronch-Italian conversations 
would necessarily result in a change in the French 
Cabinst. He ‘did say, however, that the French- 
Italian agreement would be difficult because he 

had just learned this morning that sing Alexander 
had bean very successful during his Sofia visit 
which ended just а Σον days ago..." 


1ο offset any moves in the direction of economic cooperation 
among the Danubian bates, Germany made lavish but frankly insin- 
cere promises of economic support, on condition of cooperation with 
her. During my tour of duty in Germany, а Nazi economist named 
Deutz (I believe this is the correct Spelling of his name) sought 
me out frequently. Ne did not occupy а very high position in the 
Government but was used as one of the active instruments by high 
Nazi leaders in Southeastern Europe. Не made frequent trips to 
Yugoslavi., to Hungary and also on occasion to Rumania. For some 
reason which + could never fully determine he sought me out fre- 
quently and on returning from these trips he would tell me frankly 
what he had been doing and of the promises he hd made of economic 
gains as reward for cooperating with Germany. At the same time, 
he, of course, cynically told me that “ermany had no intention of 
carrying through these promises and remarked: “how dumb these 
people are to believe in such promises".

and most effective ones which Nazi vormany used as the fear in Yugo-

the same time so openly encouraged the Nazi “erman elements in Hun- 
gary 2S to provoke the Government o? Sunsary to demand the recall 
of van Laekensen in 1936. In Hungary and in Pol па she played on 
the fear of Communism and communist Russia. in nun^-nia she aggra- 
vated the existing anti-semitism, emphasizing the important role 
of the Jews in Rumanian industry and the Jewish ancestry of Lupescu. 
vermany undoubtedly also financed the Fascist Iron Guard through 
Codroneau. 


such “uiplomatic" measures reinforeed by Germany's vast rearma- 
ment program had a considerable effect, particularly in Yugoslavia

AS the Nazi leaders of Germany realized, however, that these 
limited and uncertain gains were not sufficient to insure the suc- 
cess of her program, they did not lessen their rearmament at home 
SO as to increase terror and fear. austria and vzechoslovakia 
might easily have been saved апа her neizhbors persuaded to combine 
with the. in mutual self defense if England and trance at that tine, 
with or without Italy's assistance, had shown adeyuate evidence of 
resisting the Verman program. Nazi leaders at that time were most 
insistent and persistent in endeavoring to dstermine the reactions 
to their program in Italy and in France and t certain extent in 
the United Ytates. They were eager to know to what degree these 
countries would resist their program. They had no regard as to 
what the smaller countries of Lurope might fee think or do. 
Their physical power was already so shat that was no longer 
a matter of concern to thei. I reca conversations with Nazi 
leaders at this stage, when I happen them in Germany on 
trips from Vienna to Porlin, during which they shoved a childish 
eagerness to get my reaction to what they were doing and when I 
told them that they were prsoipitating a var in which Germany would 
be defeated and her power in surope destroyed, not for generations 
but perhaps for centuries, they laughed пу face and said that 
England and france and we would do hey knew it. 

Germany succeeded in preventing any such combinations by

While Italy openly opposed efforts at Anschluss with austria 
in 1934, Italian ambitions in abyssinia provided Vermany with the 
opportunity to sov discord between Italy and France and angland 
and to win Italy over to acceptance of Vernany's program in exchange 
for German support of Italy's plans іп abyssirnia. The Nazis made 
little effort to conceal their motives in supporting Italian colon- 
ial adventures. In tho suumor of 1935, l was informed by a person 
whose name 1 do not recall at this time but who was thoroughly 
informed as to all developments in Germany, that the Nazis were 
eagerly awaiting an Italian-abyssinian war to give them a free hand 
in Central surope. I reported at the time: 


"...Не emphasized that in tho party it was defin- 
itely reckoned with that war botvoon italy and 
Abyssinia was inevitable, and tia: “kis would 
cause disturbances in t ο νους situation which 
the regime felt it must b. fires to reap all bence 
fit frox,,," 


Germany, of courso, did бако advantage of the situation to 
force austria into the July 11, 1936 accord, which, as l have ex- 
plained in a separate affidavit, was the first critical step in the 


disintegration and eventual downfall of austria. 


Ihe azis fully realized, however, the necessity for the 
neutralization of france and sngland, as a part of their strategic 
preparation for war, and they left no stone unturned to achieve it. 
Almost from the beginning of the Hitler regime, the Nazis sought to 
make a deal with France. The terms of the deal with France were 
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Security for France in the «est in exchange for freedom of action 
for Vermany in the wast. Very soon after coming to power, Hitler 
announced that apart from the оааг, Germany coveted no te jTPitory 

οὗ France and therea rer he often repeated these assurances, parti-

I, PAUL OTTO GUSTAV SCHLIDT, being first duly sworn on oath, state: 
l. I was an interpreter in the German Foreign Office fron 1922-- 
1945. | Prior to 1939, my duties consisted of interpreting and keeping 
the minutes of discussions at diplomatic conferences, Beginning in 
192}. my primary assignments at diplomatic discussions included the 
following:

Iwas first called to interpret for Hitler in connection with the 
1955 visit of Simon and Πάθη to Berlin. In fact, I served at virtually 
every meeting at which Hitler and Ribbentrop participated, and was with 
Goering when important visitors called and when he represented Germany 
in diplomatice conferences abroad. In recognition of these services, I 
9509 59 85 made councillor of Legation in 1935, Minister IT Class after Munich 
and Minister I Class after Compiegne. Since 1939, I have been Director 
of BRAM (Висго des Reichsaussenninisters), and in 194 I was made Chief 


of the POW and Civilian Internee Section. 
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2. Wantever success and position T have enjoyed in the forcign Office 
І owe to the fact that І made it my business at all times to possess thor- 
ough familiarity with the subject matter under discussion, and I endeavored 
to achieve intinate knowledge of the mentality of Hitler and the other lead- 
ers, Throughout the Hitler regine, I constantiy cnicavored to keep myself 
apprised as to what was going on in the Foreign Office and in related or- 
ganizations, and I onjoycá such a position that it was possible to have 
ready access to key officials and to key personnel in their offices, 

2. The general objectives of the Nazi leadership were apparent froin 
the start, ~ naacly the domination of the European contincnt, to be 
achieved, first by the incorporation of all Com wnespeaking proups in the 
Reich, and secondly, by territorial expansion under the slogan of "Lehens- 
raum", The exccution of those basic objectives, however, seemed to be 
characterized by improvization. wach succeeding step ajparcntly was carried 
out as each new situation arose, but all consistent with the ultinate ob- 
jectives wentioned above. 

le The attempted putsch in Austria and the murder of Dollfuss on 25 
July 1934 seriously disturbed the career personnel of the Foreign Office 
because these events discredited Germany in the eyes of the world, It was

6. The re-entry of the German military forces into the Rhinc- 

lan w as preceded by Nazi diplomatic preparation in Februcry. А

Pact of mutual assistance was incompatible with the Locarno Treaties 
and the Covenant of the League. On the sec day Hitler argucd in an 

ntcrview that no real grounds existed for conflict between Germany 
and France, Considered against the background statements in MEIN 

KA РЕ offensive to France, the circuastances were such to suggest 
that the stage was being set for justifying sone future act. I do 

not know how for in advanee the march into the Rhineland was decided 
upon, I person ally knew about it, and discussed it, approxia^toly 
2 or 3 weeks before it occurred. Considerable fear had been expressed, 
particularly in military circles, concerning the risk of this under- 
taking, Sinilar fcars were felt by many in the Forcign Office. It 
was сошюп knowledge in the Foreign Officc, however, that Neurath 
was the only person in government circles consulted by Hitler who 
felt confident that the Rhineland could be rcnilitarizod without 
armed opposition from Britain and France.

7 Although Italy did not consult Germany prior to cocixonconent

8. Plans for annexation of Austria were a part cf the Nazi 
program from the beginning. Italian opposition after the murder of 
Dellfuss temporarily forced a more careful &oproach to this problem, 
but the application of sanctions against Italy by the League, plus 
the rapid increase of German military strength, made safer the re- 
sumption of the Austrian program, When PTA visited Rome early 
in 1957, he declared that union of Austria and Germany was inevitable 
and could be expected sooner or later. Mussolini, hearing these 
words in German, remained silent, and protested only mildly when I 
translated them into French, The consummation of the Anschluss was 
essentially a party matter, in which von Papcn's role was to preserve

1. I was Chief of tbe Presidential Chancellovy from 1920 to 1921. under President 


Ebert; fron 1921 to 195. under President von Hindenburg; and from 1934 to 1945 
under Hitler, 


26 _ At the same tine Chancellor Bruening took offic, the right wing parties, 
and in particular the National Socialists had been gaining votes in all recent 
local and regional elections, It was doubtful whether the Reichstag with its 
strong left wing representations corresponded with the feelings of the German peopl: 
and there consequently existed a serious threat that the National Socialists 
might come into power nationelly, This was a possibility which President von 
Hindenburg was reluctant to acknowledges He had fear that Hitler's appointment

gave in, 


6, The weakening of Schleicher's position as Chancellor is best understood 

by referring to the foregoing review of the si wation which led to hie elevation

January 33 but ini nburg at once evinced grave doubts as to ite constitutiionlity, 
In the meantime Papen had returned to Berlin, and through arrangements with 
Hindenbur;!s son, ‘had had several interviews with the President, When Schleicher 
renewed his demand for emergency powers, Hindenbux:: declared that he was unable 
to rive him such a blank check and must reserve for himself decisions on every 
individual case, Schleicher, for his part, said that under these circumstances, 
he was unable to stay in government and tended his resignation on 28th January

Then, at the suggestion of Papen, a meeting hal been arranged between Hitler and 
Oskar von Hindenburg in the house of Ribbentrop, Oskar von Hindenburg asked me 
accompany him, and we took a taxi, in order to keep the appointment secret, end 
drove out to Ribbentrop's house, When we arrived we found a large company assem- 
bled; among these present were Goering and Frick, 


Oskar von Hindenburg was told that Hitler wanted to talk to him under four 
eyes, and as Hindenburg had asked me to acc ompany him, I was somewhat astonished 
that he accepted this suggestion and disappeared in another room for a talk which 
lasted quite a while — about an hour, What Hitler and Oskar von Hindenburg dis- 
cussed during this talk I do not know, 


In the taxi on the way back Oskar von Hindenburg was extremely silent, and 
the only remark which he made was that it could not be helped — the Nazis had to 
be taken into the Government, My impression was that Hitler had succeeded in 
getting him under his spell, I may add the amusing faet that early next 
morning Schleicher telephoned and asked me what had been discussed with Hitler 
the evening before; this shows that all our precautions to keep the matter 
secret bad been of no avail, 


For a very long time I had taken a distinetly negative attitude toward 
the accession of Hitler to power and up to the end did nothing to dispell the 
doubts which the Reich's President felt about the wisdom of making Hitler 
Chancellor, (I had an exchange of letters with Hitler about this, which were 
published in the papers of the press.) I want also to add that I was eliminated 
from those negotiations by Papen, who negotiated with the Reich's President under 
four cyes and who barely kept me informed about his discussions with the Reich 
President and his negotiations with Hitler and Goering. This was instinct 
contrast to the way in which on previous occasions governments had been iorued, = 
as, for example, at the time of Brucning's dismissal, when Hindenburg Schleicher 
and I spent considerable time going over various names succested as possible

The situation after the Saar vlebiscite. 


I returned here fron Berlin on the 21st Jan, and had a talk 
on.the. 22nc Jan. with the Secretary-~General,Peter, on the subject of the 
rumours which have been spread by the "Journal Ces débats" and "Oeuvre" 
according to which, I was sup 2osec to have expressed the opinion, in con- 
nection with the Saar plebiscito, that, after the Saar, Austria aust now 
be "liquidated from inside." Т told the Secretary-General that the 
habit of certain French circles of poisoning sources of inforuation is 
for us neither new nor surprising. I told niai that the only thing that 
surprisod me was the faet that the Austrian Foreign Secretary in Geneva 
had considered the rumours genuine and, moreover, that he had caused hin, 
the Secretary-General, to have their authenticity confirmed by the French 
minister in Vienna, Puaux (coiiunication of the Secretary-General to Herr 
von der Hagen of the 18.1.1955). after having nađe a stateient to the 
Secretary-General that neither hac I received a French journalist nor had 
I had any political conversation in the Saarland, I told hin with a 
clarity which left nothing to be desired that, as far as the Geruan Reich 
is concerned, there would be very little point in getting me to make con- 
tinuous efforts here to achieve better relations, if the Foreign Secret- 
ary believes any French scandal nore than iy sincere efforts. 


The success of this explanatory statcment wes not long 
delayed. The Foreign Secretary, Herr von Berger, whom I met the next 
day at a reception given by the Federal president, iiiiediately involved 
ie in а long conversation in orCer to explain to ne how unpleasant the 
whole affair had been for hii and to apologise for it. I asked hii how 
he could imagine that sincere talks could take lace, in order to pacify 
the Central European Zone along: the lines of the Rone agreements, if the 
Austrian Govermient and its Гогоігп Secretary took up an entirely negative 
and stoend-offisn attitude towards the Germany of today? The friendly 
articles publishec in the Austrian press, on the Governuent's instructions 
on the occasion of the Saar р1срізсіёс, could not, I continued, hide fron 
us tho fact that thc Governicnt has so far flatly refused to establish ο 
connection with Germany which would correspond with ΠΟΥ 31. or even friendly 
relations. I went on to say that the austrian Govcrnient's opinion, 
(4de's speech), that thc result of the Saar plebiscite was a decision 
for "Goriiiny" but not for National-Socialist Geninny, was ~ as he could 
see {τοι the rest of the world press ~ an obvious itisrepresentation. 
Germany, I said, would go her way uncevietingly, but, obviously she had a 
strong desire to do hor bit — particularly in the pacification of Central 
Europe, However, I was personally, very sceptical about the possibi 
of adhering to the Non-Intorvention Pact proposed by Roue. It was obvious, 
I went on, that - considering the difficult position in which our mutual 
relations lay (the N 9.0.4.2. banned in Austria, the many thousands of 
Austrian emigrants in Goroany) - the prerequisites for such a Pact would 
have to be settled in every respect, if боглапу was not to be placcd in an 
iupossible position. it secaed to ие, I continued, that above all, the 
austrian Governient's attitude to the official Reich-Gersen doctrine of 
National Socialisii, would have to be fundaientally changed, if by such a 
pact, it was desired to nake an effort fron the Austrian side also, to 
normalize our mutual relations. It scened to me, I said further, that 
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it would fit much iore with the relations between our two countries and 
would be nuch nore dignified if matters which concern us were to be 
discussed personally at first, instead of within the fraiework of a соа— 
lition of powers whose political aiis are totally different from ours. 
Herr von Berger, айліффей this freely and confessed that the political 
role, which is today forced on Austria was very repugnant to hin. That 
he hiuself was a thoroughly Geruzen-izinded nan and thet he had no other 
desire than to work politically for Austria's Cernan Mission. That as 
soon as Gernany recognized that íustria was the second German state with 
its own ability to exist and its own sovereignty, he would swing the 
politic^l rudder over and steer parallel to us, uy objection that 
Austria's politics1 connections in the other direction seemed to ле to 
be alrendy nuch too close for this, he rejected veheuently. 


In order to deepen the conversation, I repeated iy question 
as to whether he thought that his Govermient was really still willing, 
after the Rone arreenents, to start bilateral conversations with us to 
settle our relations, Herr von Berrer replica that he was ready for 
this at any tine, and that he would woelcoie any conversation. About 
the procedure for the continuation of the Roue negotiations, he thought 
that the Non-Intorvontion Pact had to be considered as a froiework which e 
would perit of ^ series of bilateral pacts between the signatorics. 
For instance, austria would probably sign such a pact with Hungary. 


In judging the conversation with Herr von Berger it will be 
necessary to start froi tho fact that the recent strengthening of the 
position of the Reich, as a result of Saar success, makes it desirable 
for the Austrian Govornient to approach tho settlciiont of relations with 
the Reich, which it has so far avoided. At the sane tine, an atteiapt 
Will be nađe ~ the Governient's planned visits to Paris and London prove 
it - to achieve an international binding of Geraeny by means of the Non- 
Intervention Pact, lieanwhile, after the last specch of Joeiiboes, which 
сопҒігиз Konya's attitude, reported by me at the tine, Hungary's inten- 
tion to adhere to the pact only after she has gained equal military 
rights, is evident. 


«S this has a decisive influence on the attitude of Poland 
and Jugoslavia's attitude is still not clear, tho conclusion of the Rone 
negotiations iay well lie in the more distant future. Nevertheless, it 
всепз to це to be of value to sound the austrian Govermient's readiness 
to negotiate, over and above this conversation with the Foreign Secretary. 
That is why I have applied for an interview with the Federal Chancellor 
for the near future, 


The congratulatory lists which were put out for signature in 
the legation, on the occasion of tho Saar plebiscite, were signed by over 
ten thousand people, When, on the last Gay, the rush assunec the 
Giuensions of a deuonstr^ti M, the police closed the area of the leration 
anc only let Reich-Gor:ans throurh, In order to avoid unpleasant in- 
cidents, I then declared that the list wns closed and published a note on 
the subject in the Austrian press, expressing thanks for the signatures. 
The highly gratifying interest of the widest austrian circles in this 
national event, coviovs fran the Signatures, was unfortunately suppressed 
in the Geran press in spite of the com uniqué of the D.N.B. Next lion- 
дау the Reich-Goronn colony in Vienna will hold a Saar celebration, under 
цу direction, at which, anne other things, the Führer fili and the Saar 
filz will be shown.

Should Herr von Tschirsct G bie, because of his above- 
mentioned apprehensions, not to ay he dote fixed by the Gestapo - these 
rumours have as mentioned above, unfortunately als Spread to Austrian circles, 
owing to Berlin indiseretions - and if I had to dismiss hin Axisdiately for that 
reason, which I would have to do as a matter of course, the ccmnents in the 
foreign press, which could be expected without doubt, would make my task here 
very difficult, 


In the event, however, of Herr von Tschirschky going along on the 
appointed date and - a thing I harély dare think of, wuch less say outright - in 
the event of his apprehensions being justified ine one way or another, owing to 
an unfortunate chain of circunstarcea, i$ сап be expected that not only my posi- 
tion in Vienna wouid be untenable, but that, furthermore, the Reich and your 
name would suffer great damage, 


In view of this importance of the case in the field of foreign politics, 
I would re iind you of your erstwhile promise to let the matter take the "normal 
course of justice", and I would ask you to take the case in question - by means 
of a special order ~ out of the sphere of the mission entrusted to Herr Heydrich 
in order shat the competent Public Prosecutor may take over the proceedings with

Information has reached me, not only fron one but fron many sources 
both from home and abroad, that in Gestapo circles a 1лгсс nuuber of persons 
exist who consider me to be a reactioner у a nc outspoken епошу of the National 
Sócialist party, It is thorcforc necessary to make me harmless, In addition to 
that I am supposed to know too much, It is 211 the sane whether throu;h my 
disappearance from the Reich , damage or advantage results, 


Th e first information which come to my knowledce found its first 
confirmation in the events of 30th J no and iiy personal expericnees in those 
days. I give only the following facts as proof of пу conception of у 
experiences оп 20 June: 


1. FACTUAL INFORMATION. 
Up to and including 30 June 35) 


I was arr ested on 30.6 by two diffcrent sruups which shows that the 
action against the Vico Chancellor originated from two of ficial sourccs, who 
were working against cach other, The incident was as follows: 


Ihen I returned to the i inistry in Vosstr 1 with Herr von Papen from 


the short visit to Minister President Gocring, the building was completely

disposal". As a rcsult of uy explanation, the man started, locked at we in 
great surprise and muttered under his breath "How is thet possible?", I did not 
ponder at first over these words and repeated, although I was rather taken aback 
at his rud. manner, "I am at your disposal immediately, I only want to take 
leave from uy chicf! Whereupon the man expleincd curtly and decidedly "No, 
that is not allowed, you are not to speck to snyone any more, but nust comply 
with my orders", Thereupon he got hold of & papcr and read out both names, von 
Savigny and Baron Fereira, esking "There are those gentlemen?" I thereupon said 
"Herr von Savigny should be in this house, a Baron Fereira does not oxist hore, 
and has never worke, here, I do not know him either, out I do remember that a 
few days ago there arrived an obituary notice, I an firmly convinced that the 
p erson you are looking for is Сега. If you wish I can get the obituary notice 
for you from the files". He listened to all I had to say, but cid not believe 
my words and insiste upon meking ἡ further search hinsclf, He then handed ino 
over to another S.S, лап posted at the Coor, with a machine pistol at the ready, 
4bout five minutes later, together with the gentlemcnt von Savigny and 
Hummels heim, I was ordercd by this man to accoripany him under the escort of 
three 5.5, men armed with machine pistols, in order to be taken away. 


Arviving at the lower geto cntrence I saw a motor car cone up, out of 
which two men jumped hurricdly and entered the nain hall of the Vossstrasse 1 
building, One of the two men I recognised immediately as an official fron the

They 
showed cach other their criminnl police identity card, so fa г as I reienber, 
the onc belonging to the first man was 5 metal disc, and that of the second 
man was a rec. card, In the course of this exchange of words I exclaimed to the 
man, with reddish heir, who had first of all arrested me, that if a muddle 
already existed, I would prefer to be taken into protective custody by the man 
who cane from the ijinister President, as I had already soon him and hi. order 
appeared to be more trust worthy, This man repeatedly told me thet I should go 
with hin, The red<éish haired man thereupon became very strict and exclained, 

" If you offer ony further resistance I shall have to resort to arms", I replied 
that I was offering no resistance, but that he must understand that I was startled 
as I at least know the other man by si;ht, whereas I Cid not know hin at oll. 
Whereupon the second broke in and said "There you are, you sce that my orocrs 
are correct" and pushed me towards his car, The small rcccish haired man, who 
was ve ry схсіїса about the incident, dragged me back from the car and ordered 
the S.S. escort to got rendy to shoot, I then addressed the sccond man, who had 
no arne guard whatsoever, and said, "It is senseless to. cause a bloodbath here 
in front of the building on account of an apparent misunderstanding, I think it 
would be better if I went in the other car. But follow on in your own car and 
ascertain where I am being taken", This was finally done and the journcy took us 
to the Gestapo building in the Prince Albertstrasse, through a courtyard to a 
back entrance, There another exchange of word s took place between the two 
groups of Criminal Police officials, I again joine in this debate and suggested 
as a way of clearing up the misunderstanding that a nan from cach group should 
see someone in the building of hiche- authority, and let him decide what should 
be Cone. To guard myself, and the other two gentlemen, there were still three 
Criminal Police official and four S.S. wen available. This vay out was accepted, 
The шоп eventually enne back and oxplainec that the misunderstanding was now 
с1сагес up, we could now be taken way. Whereupon we were taken by three 8. 5. 
men, not accompanied by the Criminal Police officials, on a longish trip through 
the building into the bascnent, There we were handed over without any coment 
апа received the order frou the SS. men, on Guty there, to go over and sit on a 
bench against the wall, in the passage, "e were then forbidcen to talk to each 
other and so we spent a few hours sitting on the bench, It would go too far to 
give further details about the cvents which took place Curing this time. I will 
therefore only linit myself to the casc of the shooting of ^ well known person, 
р ublicly stated to have committed suicide, 


The person маф brought in and taken past us into a cell running parallel 
to our corridor, c&corted by three 9.3. men, the leader of the detachucnt was a 
5.9. Stura-Heuptfuhrer, short, dork an with an Army pistol in his hand, I heard 
the command "Guard the door". The door f om our corridor to the other was shut, 
five shots were fired and immediately after the shots, the Sturm-Hauptfuhrer 
came out of the door with the still smoking pistol in his hand, saying under 
his breath, " That swine is finished", Feverish excitement reigned round about, 
one heard frightened calls and shreaks from the cells, One of the S.S, men on 
duty, а comparative youngster, was so excited, thot he apparently forgot the 
situation as a whole and informed ic ~ illustrating with his fingers - that the 
person concerned had been liquidated through three shots in the temple and two 
in the back of the head, 


2, FACTUAL INFORMATION. 
(For the tine after June 50th.) 


(a) In Silesia, the former Qouleiter and Oberpraesident Brueckner had 
openly declrred to tho various personolitics "It is preposterous that Herr von 
Papen and Tschirsehky have not been nurdored in Berlin, Had they becn in Silesia, 
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they would no longer be alive, Besides myself, tho bloodhound Woyrsch 

would ec urteinly have scen to it. This neglect iust yet be rectifica", In 
Tannenberg I spoke shortly after this to State Councillor Udo von Woyrsch 
who is known to ic and whom i met accidentally, and after grecting hia told 
hii thet such an utterance fron a State official was monstrous, І take it 
that this mattcr would ir, terest him as his naxe was also mentioned, As this 
conversation took place shortly before the departure of our train, it had to 
be broken off very quickly. i/oyrseh informed mo that he was very much

( b) The utterances of a Cesta. an, whose name is known, and who 
himself acknowledges having tekken pers an the action in the Vice Chancellory, 
show that he and a circle of his fricnds very much regret that Herr von 
Papen and I did not lose our lives on 30,6. Had not зошсопо else interfered 
in tine curing _the incidents in the Vico Chanecilory, “Papen nn. Tschirschky 
woulc also have toon liquidated, | 

(c) Members of Hitler's bodyguard , whose nanes unfortunately 
cannot be icntionoa, as tney ere thoisolves in Genger of thcir lives, have 
expressed similar opinions anongst themselves and also to third pertios. 
These utterances and discussions took place in the period between September 
and up to the middle of Decertber, In co ncciion with these discussions, these 
same men with the help of oth.r S.S. гсп in the service of thc Gestapo have 
Ciscusséd tho matter as to what stops should be taken to rectify the neglect. 
Groups were formed, of which еспе, in spite of cny objections that might 
arise with regard to forcign politics on account of my belonging to a 
diplomatic mission and of the repercussions resulting therefrom, were of the 
opinion that in any ο-.5ο I had to be iurüercü. Tho othors declared, that the 
way was too Canzcrous as I was someone who knew а great deal and had also 
surely put away а lot for safe keeping abroad which would be brought to 
light.

(а) Towards the спӣ of October I was informed that the Gestapo 
circles were very happy at last, in their opinion, to possess some real 
solid cvidence against me in comection with 5 caso, Sommer who had beca 
apprchencec for contrevention of Article 175 ond who is said to have had 

cletions with mo. Dut first of all, these matters should be utilised at a 
time suitable to the Gestapo, not to procced iocCictoly, but to gather 
first of all some further ovidonoo, 


(e) Already shortly after my arrival in Vienna with Herr von Papen, 
in the midcle of sugust, persons from various Austria n and Reich German 
sources approached ne with tho question, which was imcomprehensible at the 
time, whether I was not pleased to be further avay from malevolent circles 
in the Reich. When I told then of my intention to go to the Reich in order 
to accompany Herr von Pepen, I was given guardcdly to understand, that I had 
better remain here, During the months of October and November these rumours 
increased considerably, and I followed up these matters energetically. 


Up to then I had always thought that onc still had the inpress-

the Austrian Government", another Gestapo non appeared in Vionna, approximetely 
during the period between the 5tn and 20th -12 and stated, "Tsohirschky will 
very shortly bc licuidated, as soon as he crosses thc fronticr hc will be 
murdered", Again another onc declered, " At last, proceedings can be taken 
against Tschirschky. He is also a homo=sexuel person and when he enters the 
Reich, he will be liquidated", The seine mon spread reports here tht Dr. liercrle 
would be trcnsferred to the inbassy in Vienna, Ver Shortly afterwards the 
question Megerle was also raised in tho Bund chancellory Deportient, which gave 
me definite proof of th. correctness regarding the reports spread about iQ. 


I could still give а whole serios of other matters, but they would make 
the report too lengthy. 


In conclusion, the reason vhy I do not fool ор1ісса cither to appear

Yesterday's cabinet re-shuffle resembles a blodless insurrection by 
Prince Starhemberg anā the Hoiizwehr. It boocues cleat that. linister 
Fey heard eariy of his intended disitidsal and that already yesterday 
afternoon he had the public buildings in Vienna occupied by the Viennese 
Heiuwehr, waich is loyal to him. The povermaent countered this measure by 
sinultamecusly reinforcing the occupation by police. While the garrison 
of Vienna 5 kept in readiness, a nuiber of transports of tho Hei:uwhr 
froin Lower austria, which is loyal to Starheiiberr were on their way to 
Vienna since the early morning already. This being known, the Viennese 
Heiuwehr was finally prevented froin incervening with arms, after Fey 
had issued the well known order, lato in the evening to accept the 
situation. This evon?2ag a big deuonstrative parade by approxiuately 
10.000 Heiuwehr nen fron Lower Austria took place, which vas used to 
pay homage to the Federal Chancellor and Starhenberge It can be assumed 
that no further incidents will occur. The background for the government 
re-shuffle, explained in uy telegraiı yesterday, is being confirmed to 
me by the local diplomats and by meny foreign journalists. Prince 
Starhemberg had tried to counter the sharp criticism whichws being 
expressed openly everywhere of the lino in foreign politics recently 
taken in Geneva, by drop»inrali dessenting ministers and secretaries 
of State. Even in high bureaucratic circles » Whose guiding principle 
is only pre-occupation for their ovm »osts, people were talking during 
the last ten days with increasing excitement of the cul-de-sac into 
which they had been iaanoevred by staking tho fate of Austria solely on 
ussolini's victory. English voices which speak very angrily of Austria's 
ingratitude and the imvossiblity of heiping her in futmre have made a 
deep impression here, where the peopie have looked to England for a long 
tine.

The development of the internal political situation 
(Three cores for Foreign Office) 


After the change in the Austrian E£cvernaent, the outlines of the 
new distribution of foreces are showing up a little nore clearly in recent days, 
Мапу things point to the fact that, while this change has strengthened the posi- 
tion of Prince Starhemberg, nis influence is far fron sufficient for reshaping 
Austria along his lines. In particular, it appears that the young people who 
have been newly taken into thc cabinet, such as the Minister for Agriculture, 
Strobl, the Social Minister, Prof Dobetsberger and his Secretary of State, 
Z2nidaric, cannot be considered without further ado as members of the Starhemberg 
clique, апа that, оп the contrary, they wish to go their own waye 


Within the cabinet as well as outside it, the violent difference of 
opinion continues as to Austria's attitude with regard to the question of sanc- 
tions. As I learn fron various iiinisters, the stateuent of Baron Prhigl in 
Geneva, which was inspired by the Forcign iiinister, has met with severe criticis: 
even in the cabinet. People are rather horrified at the cooling off of relatior. 
with England and at the failure of the atteuapt to settle the question of the 
life-clains of the Credit Bank, and they would prefer to get rid of Foreign 
Minister Berger today rather than tomorrow. Às I reported, it is also true 
that the Ambassador in London, Baron Franckenstein, was asked to sucoced Berger, 
He has meanwhile categorically declined to do SO, Prince Starhemberg does т. 
want to drop the Foreign iünister, who is devoted to hia, without obtaining a 
practical reciprocal performance on the other Side, He wants to take over the 
War Ministry so as to be abie to control the entire executive as well as the 
Heinwehr, police and Security department, Only if he was allowed to do this 
would he agree to the Federal Chancellor getting the Foreign Office as well, 
as is his wish, Otherwise, so pcople here aver, he wants to put up his dip- 
lomatic adviser, legation counsellor, von Alexich, for this post. 


As is known, Counsellor of State Funder, with whom I had a long dis- 
cussion recently, iade a Strong attack on the Foreign Minister already at the 
last budget discussion, He declared to me the day before vesterday that his 
dismissal had already been decided upon, but was difficult to put into effect 
at present, as they did not want to Gisplease Rone, Moreover Christian Social 
circles, too, àid not agree very auch with the antagonistic attitude which the 
Foreign Minister was continously adopting towards Germany. 


The opinions of Counsellor of State Punder, the chief editor of the 
"Reichspost", may be taken to be typical of the political views of a large sect- 
ion of the Christian Socialists апа of their very influential wing of officials. 
In this connection, the two articles that were published last week on the ques- 
tion of the trials re foreign currency and on the discussion of German-French 
relations, are also worth noting. I have reported in detail about the first of 
these articles, and have stressed the tone which, in spite of all criticism, is 
conciliatory ~ in which a collaboration of Catholicisu with National Socialism 
against iutual Bolshevist eneuy is demanded, Regarding the Fuhrer's conver- 
sations with the ?rench Aabassador, the view is held here that Austria is very 
much hoping for an improvement in German-French relations, in Germany's as well 
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as her own interest. Counsellor of State Funder also discussed the possibilities 
of a German-Austrian understanding very frankly with ie. He thought that the 
atmosphere had fortunately dininished extraordinarily in tension during the last 
few months, thanks to tie press-agrcement, and that one must take advantage of this 
progress in order to reach an agrceuent which in future would give Germany's and 
Austria's foreign policy a common denominator. It was in hist opinion much more 
difficult sucessfully to clear up the »roblens lying on the surface, such as the 
press, refugee questions etc., because too many forces both inside and outside 
Austria were interested in sabotaging such an agreement. But it should be pos- 
sible to reach secret agreements which would make possible a mutual consultation 
in future on all questions of foreign policy that are of mutual interest. 


Even though this idea of Herr Punder's does not appear to me to be 
realizable at present, it nevertheless proves to me how much his circles are 
occupying themselves with the problem of improving German Austrian relations. 

Yesterday iiinister Buresch paid me a visit, The point of his 
elaborations was to make clear to me that; now that he was a Minister without 
Portfolio and no longer burdened by tae difficult department cf Finance, he 
would have much more time to devote to the decisive problem of the German--Austrian 
question. He too stated that one could put great hope in the young minister 
who had newly joined the cabinet, He obviously has notions of forming a strong 
party of malcontents here, under the influence of the Christian Socialists, against 
the Starhenberg clique. 


The latter actually still secas to think that imssolini will complete 
his Abyssinian adventure without loss of prestige, The Polish Ambassador 
Gavronski, who a few days age had a long discussion with Herr sieudel, the direc- 
tor of the Hirtenberg arns factory and the nost intinate friend o? Starhemberg, 
told me that iiaudel exercises a really uncanny influence on Starheuberg. With 
all his Jewish resentment, directed against everything that is going on in Germany, 
he strengthens the Prince in his Italian policy. After the mam:facture of 
munitions for Italy hað to be Stopped in Hirtenberg because of Italian protests, 
he, Maudel, had loaded the entire factory on to the railway, in order to continue 
work in Italy (incidentally an interesting situation for Austria 8 supply of 
munitions!), І have today, as I have so often done previously. protested against 
Starhemberg's latest escapade; the usual Sunday speech in Linz. The Secretary 
General replied with a Sigh that unfortunately the Prince һай an uncontrollable 
teimperanent$ 


The governaent's efforts to make conquests amongst the socialist 
labourer wings are being continued at high pressure, Not only does Starhemberg 
make resounding Speeches to the working class population every Sunday but Dobrets- 
berger and Zindaric are also very active in that direction. ijeenwhile, well 
informed circles assure me that these efforts coupletely fail with the social- 
democratic labour masses. At the opening ceremony of the new, state--owned 
tobacco factory in Linz, a banqueting table and had aise been put up for "Father~ 
land workers", Significantly it rcuained completely empty! 


The League of Nations delegate, Herr Rost Van Tonningln, in an interesting 
lecutre last night praised Austria's financial reconstruction in many directions, 
Nevertheless it is no secret that this year's budget is anything but balanced, 

On the orders of the budget consultaht, a deficit of 360 million Schillings was 
wiped out within 15 minutes by decreasing expenditure and increasing income. 
Naturally all this is a swindle on paper. No means are available for the 
programme to create work in the New Year, and a new appeal to the capital market 
is not possible this year. I am told by the President of the National Bank, 
Kienb&ck, In this difficult financial situation the refusal of the British 

to help in the matter of the Credit Bank is of course particularly painful. 


The instability of both the internal and the external situation has led, 
as I have previously reported, to renewed activity by the friends of a restoration, 
In spite of the difficulties which this question presents in the fields of foreign 
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and home policy, one must in no way underestimate its importance for future 
developments. It is certain that Prince Starhemberg is only taking up the 
Habsburg question in order to have his "finger in the pie", Apart from the 
fact that he himself cherishes great ambitions for the position of Regent, 
legitimist friends within the Heimwehr exist in Lower and Upper Austria only: 
in the Alpine provinees, on the other hand, the Habsburg question is mostly 

the domain of Christian-Socjalist and clerical circles, Reliable sources have 
informed ше of an exchange wich has taken place on this question between the 
Federal Chanecllor, tho local Nuncio and tho Holy See. The Federal Chancellor 
had let the Nuncio know that the nediation of tho Vatican betweon Austria and 
the governuents of the Little Entante was very iuch desired, The Austrian 
Government for its part was willing solemnly to renounce any territorial 
revisionism, Otto von Habsberg would be prepared to make 5 similar declaration. 


The reply from the Secretary of State of the Holy See to the Nuncio in 
Vienna dated the 16.11, is said to have stated that, under the present conditions, 
the Vatican is not ina position to institute an official action of mediation, 
аз at/present moment it must avoid anything that iaight be looked upon by Germany 
as being a clear exposition of the Vatican for а solution of the Austrian questic 
It was obvious that the Holy See had to avoid everything that might шаке the 
position of the Geriian Catholics still more difficult. In detail it is stated 
in this letter: Italy is now as always to be had for a legitinistic solution of 
the Austrian question, but could not be brought in under present circumstances, 
The British Government kad recently rather taken up the voint of view of the 
Little Entente and was sceking to draw Yoroslavia into her sphere of influence, 
Britain could not tolerate any act which meant a strengthening of Italy's posi- 
tion in Central Europe, Even though the position of the Little Entente was 
doubtful, it yet appeared that Yugoslavia saw a casus belli in the question of a 
restoration, For the вале reasons France too did not wont to touch this pro- 
blen at present, The Vatisen therefore recommend that the Governaent nare should 
abstain from bringing “she cucstion up at the monent, but should continue the 
tactics of strengtnering the Austrian legitinist поуелепъ which had been success- 
ful to date, and in particular secure it a proainent position within the "Fathc 
land Front", 


I learn fron the Yugoslav Ambassador that the aubassadors of the Little 
Entente here met, and that they once again recommended to their governuents that 
they should protest against the activity of the legitinists, 


I hear from our friends in Linz that the director of security, Count 
Resertera, is continuing his efforts to bring about a reconciliation with the 
national opposition. Besides certain facilitics for the iiprisoned National 
Socialists, he is said to have nade a proposal for an extensive amnesty. 
People are hoping that it will be realised at Christinas, 


On the occasion of the session of the Diet on the 28,11., the Foreign 
Minister is going to give an extensive expose, and, as the Secretary General 
told me today, he will also touch upon tho Geraan-Austrian question, 


As шу exposition shows, the psoition on the whole is pretty confused. 
А further clearing up can probably only be expected when the political consequen- 
ces of the Anglo-Italian conflict show up iore clearly.

І have received, through an a ent, a reproluction of the report made 
on the 51st January by the Forcicn iünister Baron Berger to the Cabinet here, 
on the results of the London talks of tne Vice Chancellor Prince Starhembers. 


The report, the genuineness of which I have no reason to ioubt, is 
enclosed, Three conclusions from it are noteworthy: 


1) den's repented stressing of the fact that the principle of a systen 
of collective pence anl security form the basis of British European 
policy, and that in this system, regional pacts can be described only as 
necessary intermediate sta:es. 


2) That the British policy, like the French, roco:aenls to Austria to 
follow the path of a rapprochement with the Little Entente; but 
that tho London Cabinet at the same tino under no circumstances Jesires the 
exclusion of Germany, - inleed, that the German Reich iust be given every 
opportunity "for effective participation in the new organisation of the Danube 
region", 


3) The absolutely unanibiguous disapproval on the part of british policy 
of all efforts of tho Austrian government for a rcstoration, 


lt appears that, undcr the impression of this state of affairs the 
Vice Chancellor has given up the intention of discussions with Otto of Havsburr. 
The interview given by him on his conversations in Paris clearly indicates a 
couplete withdrawal in the Habsburg question, 


Yesterday I had an opportunity for a detailed talk with the Hungar- 
ian Foreign liinister, Herr von Kenya, on his way baek from Londone His Jescript- 
ion will perhaps suppleient the personal iapressions obtained by Baron von 
Neurath in London, and for this reason I repeat them here: 

First of all Herr von Kanya hai a conversation, lasting for over an 
hour with the King to whoi he cave, in connection with statements by the 
represcntatives of the Little Zntonto, a full deseription of Hungary's position 
and aspirations, The Kin; 3» who has for a lon; tine been sympathetic towarls 
Hungary, receive the statement with Great intcrest, anc ho, Kanya, gainel the 
impression that the King was consiicrohly less prejudiced about the Gernan 
problems than his predecessor. Both the Kin; anl Sir Robert Vansittart expressed 
a favourable opinion on German Forci;n policy, tho caution anl well weighed 
nature of which they characteriscd as sorvin: the cause of European peace and 
as being, the direct opposite of .iussolini's Policy. The statements of vir. Eden, 
who spoke surprisingly mach and with concern nbout Geruany's rearmanent were 
less sy:pathetic, “hile Sir Robert Vansittart was aiming at at a compromise 
on the question of the 3ritish-It^lian conflict and hoped for it in the Spring, 
Mr, Eden merely stated that England will not take any now initiative in the 
League of Nations and that it rested with imssolini to create an opening for 
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negotiations, 


_ Titelescu, who was exceccingly active in London, as well as in 
roris had also uade, in attcupt, in conjunction with Litvinov, to start talks 
with huasary on the question of iuprovin; Ruiano-ifungarian relations. Sir 
austen Ohoiberlain nai visited Kanya in order to submit to hin a proposal by 
Titulescu which sugested certain economic alvanta:es in єх aan;c for political 
concessions, Jut Ianya .eclino? to enter into апу t^lxs. He had «lso withdrawn 
fron the performance staged by Titulescu in Paris and confined his display of 
courtesy towards the #Hrench government to sendin, in his card, It appeared to 
him that, after the ratification of tho Franco-Russian pact, мг, Litvinov and 
his írionls would stort a nore energetic campai,;n, but, spoilt by good treat- 
ment in England, Litvinov now considered и.

pressing in Vienna for ne ;otiations and reconciliation with Germany. Herr von 
Berger replict! with а piain ~ "No". (Reserdin: the actual Situation, sce шу 
further exposition), French pressure on Vienna remained, as before, cxtremely 
stronge It was known to hin, - Kenya, = that а "foruula of fricndship" had 
been worked out for the renewal of thc Czcch-austrian treaty of arbitration 
which expires фп the 1st of оу, anl that the Quai d'Orsay itself hal drafted 
it. To this statement the Lun arian Forci;n siinister adic: the remark that, 
anon gt all ilun;^ry's enemies the Ozcchs were tho most inferior ani tho nost 
Hated, дп attoupt hal to ve made to vork n ainst the French pressure in Vienna, 
He hal recently inforwed .issolini that thc french .ilitary attache in Budapest 
was one of the greatest Haliar b^iters.

During the last cays of January, as I learn fro reliable sources, 
a conversation took place Letwoon 3 ron Berger and the Italian Lnvoy, Freziosi, 
which was to help to allay the fears of the federal government revardin,; the 
Geruan-Italian rapprochciucnt. In this conversation the Italian envoy replied 
to the question by Herr von Berger regardin the future security of .ustrian 
inlepenuence anl the re-creation of the Stresa Front, soucthin: as follows: 


The sovereignty and independence of austria forined, now as before, 
the basis of the Italian policy in the Danube area, Italy is strivin;, in fact, 
to reach agreement with Geriony on questions of international ani particularly 
Central European policy. Dut this was 2lso in the interests of Austria. The 
Italian gove -micnt dil not, however, intend to enter into any agreements ~ 
either with Coraany or with any other powcr = which might sive the Fodcral 
Governiicnt cause for uneasiness. As lon; as Austria dil not abandon the basis 
of the Комо Protocols. she σου]. roiiin sure of Italian friendship and support. 


aS for the re-creation of the Stresa front, ~ this front was a 


shin; of the past. In all probability new solutions woul. have to be found 
which would come about with the participation of the German Reich in the 
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economic reconstruction of the Danube arca. Should German Wational Socialisia 
aot renounce its Рап-богшлпіс aspirations after all (which actually concerned 
Italy only in respect of Austria and South Tyrol), then the re-creation of the 
Stresa Front in one form or another would perhaps be probable. In any case, 
the Italian Government had always stressed that it aspire to the separation

It would follow from this that mussolini has really modified his 
attitude to the .ustricn question, ani that, iseanwhile the austrian Foreign 
iinister is endeavouring to conceal from others this nouent of weakness.

My Fuchrer, 


Because of the necessity for resting your voice for Tuesday, I would 
consider it unreason.ble to apply for a further discussion on the Austrian 
problem, I should therefore like to confine myself to explaining to you 
in résumé form the present: . ` position and the necessity for a 
resolution, with the request that you communic:te a decision to me. 


The news, which I communicated to you the day before yesterday, that the 
Austrian Governnent would proclaim its intention to arm through an autonomous 
act, and simultaneously on 2 June would announce a Starhenberg regency 
becomes more and more likely. 


The demonstrations of the Heinatschutz (Home Guard) and of cll militant 
formations, arranged to take place on the 2nd of June are announced through 
the press. It has been confidentially reported that demonstrations by 
farmers are intended, Herr von Hassell hes reported about his interview 
with Mussolini that, since the Hapsburg question can not be solved because of 
the resistance of the Little Entente, “austria will rightfully be satisfied 
with 2 monarchical restoration, сусп if it is not a Habsburg one, and will 
perhaps first introduce a regency А la Horthy".: A complete Heinvehr 
dictatorship under Staryhenberg would mean the total throttling of all pro-German 
tendencies, it would further purge the government machinery in this direction, 
and above 211 try to cstranpgo the Army from German connections. How far such 
a regime could be successful in the long run is ocrtainly questionable, but, 
in face of the apathy of the widest ciréles in Austrin and the bad economic 
position, as wcll as the impossibility of the Reich helping financially, it 
will certainly remain in existence for a number of years. 


Sith this, Mussolini would heve attained what he obviously cannot attain 
through the Danube pact, The Little Entente will be satisfied becouse the 
German possibilitics of influence will then be repelled finally, without the 
danger of an Italian invasion of Austris existing. 


I suggest that we take an active part in this game. · The fundamental 
idea should be to pit Schuschnigg and his Christian-social Forces, who are 
opposed to a home front dictatorship, against Starhemberg. The possiblity 
of thwarting the measures arranged between Mussolini and Starhemberg 
should be afforded to him, in such way that he would submit the offer to the 
governnent of а penal German-Austrian compromise of interests, According to 
the convincing opinion of the leader of the NSDAP., in Austria, Capt. Leopold, 
the totalitarian principle of the NSDAP in Austria must be replaged in the 
beginning by a combination of that part of the Christian elements which favors 
the Grester Germany idea and the NSDAP. If Germany recognizes the national 
independence of Austria and guarantees full freedom to the Austrian national 
opposition, then ss a result of such a compromise the Austrian government would 
be formed in the beginning by a coalition of these forces. There should 
follow ο gradual disintegration of the barriers erected between the two countries, 


The rearmasent of the arny would have to be effected in close cooperation 
with the German army even if materiel nid fran Germany would be limited. 
A furthcr consequence of this step would be the possibility of the participation 
of Germany in the Danube pact, which would loose all its acuteness due to the 
settlement of relations betiecn Gorueny and Austria, European situation and 
especially on our relationship with England, 
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One nay object, that lr. Schuschnigg will hardly be determined to follow 
such a pattern, that he will rather in all probability immediately communicate 
our offer to our opponents. О? course, one should first of 211 explore the 
possibility of setting Schuschnigg against Starhemberg through "ro betweens", 
The possibility cxists. If lir. Schuschnigg will finally say "No" and makes 
our offer known in Rome, then the situation would not be any worse by that, but 
on the contrary, the efforts of the Reich government to make peace with austria 
Would be revealed = without prejudice to other interests, Therefore even in 
the case of refusal this lest attempt would be m asset. I consider it 
completely possible, that in vicw of the fcr ppread disliké of the Alpine 
countries of the pro-Italian course and in vicw of the sharp tensions within 
the confederate government (Bundesregierung), Mr. Schusehnigs will grasp this 
lest strow- always under the supposition thot the offer could not be interpreted 
as a trap by the opponents, but that it bears all the markings of an actually 
honest compromise with iustric. Assuming success of this step, we would again 
establish our active intervention in Central European politics, which, as 
opposed to the French-Czech and Russian political maneuvers, would be a 
tremendous success, both morally and practically. 


Since there are 2 weeks left to accomplish very much.work in the way of 
explorations and conferences, an immediate decision is necessary. 


The Reich Army Minister (Reichswehrminister) shares the opinion presented 
above and the Reich Forcign Minister (Reichscussenminister) wanted to discuss 
it with you, my Fuchrer,

The day before yesterday, the Prince Regent Paul travelled back 
to Belgrad via Salzburg and Kiagenfurt, During this tinc he gavc his 
iupression of London and Paris to the Jugoslav Envoy hero in detail. 

By anû large, the inforuation which we ha. alrcady received from another 
Source was confiriicd, noiicly that the whole attention of the Prince 
Regent was concentrati on creating safeguards against any resoration of 
thc Hapsburgs that wey be intended, Whereas, in this connection, he

I have already reported about my detailed conversation with Prince 
Storhoibor:; in the tele.raa I sent today. He had invited me to visit him, in 
order to talk about the results о? his journey to London and about the general 
situation, The Vico Chancellor alaitted with reuarkrblc frankness that the 
question of the restoration hed hal to be postponed for some tine, аз a result 
of the loud protests of the Little Zntento, especially of Jugoslavias He him- 
self hed never regarded it as acute, The reasons for his recent sponsoring of 
the Habsburg dynasty were to be found solely in the fact that the foreign - in 
particular the British - press hal for л long tine presented a completely false 
picture of his efforts. 


He had discussed the European situntion in detail with the Leading 
statesmen in both London ani Paris, Vhile 11, Plandin had рголізеа him that a 
coupromise acceptable to Italy would soon be reached, he had found two completely 
Opposed trends in England. One of these also favoured a compromise, while the 
other one demanded ifussolini's herl, I gathered from the lengthy statements of 
the Vice Chancellor on this subject that he had received an impression in 
London of the very great danger in which his friend nnd protector siussolini 
stands. Compared with these trenis, the French intentions of helping swussolini 
were really only of а very platonic nature, In his snzlish Jiscussions he had 
also often heard the opinion expressed that the Italian manoeuvre must be 
brought to an enl, so that the wachinery of the League of Nations could then be 
employed against Geranny, Little was said in in his presence about Germany in 
either enpital, but when the su was brou;ht up, stress was always hard on 
the great concern about tho final. sia of German arauaent. then I asked whether 
Gerü^n-Àustrion relations hed been 2iscussod in this connection, the Prince 
maintained that, in reply to questions relating thereto, he had only said that, 
unfortunately, the relations were bai, and that, as a result of Italy's

interest to his influcnunco on the Viennese Cabinete When durin: the course of the 
conversation, I expresse- my astonishment to the Prince about ‘the recent 
attempts of the Czech Prine iiinister to make an econouic Danubian treaty 
excluding Germany, he s2id that Austria had no part in these efforts, I told hin 
that it was very Jesirsble in any case that, at the impendins Viennese discussion 
with iir. Hodgzar, austria snould stand clear of this way of doing things, in order 
to show her sood intenticns of not being mace a member of an cconomic anti- 
German front as well. The Prince promised to work for this end. 

I had gained the impression from the course of the conversation that the 
Prince does in fact foel rather concerned about the encirclement of Germany, 
instigated recently by raris. He believes that an agrcenent made between Rome, 
Vienna and Berlin in 5 RAN could be thrown into the balance at the decisive 
and crucial moment of the Italo-British conflict. It remains to be seen what 
course his discussions with ıa loin spout his subject will take.

Affected still by the overpowering inp estion. of the turbulent 
will to live, the concentrated energy, the wonderful organization and the 
unsurpassed sports performances cf the Geran nation - an iaprossion which 
deeply moved every participant -- ono is struck particularly strongly by the 
contrast of th. sober canstonplacencse which envelops one on leaving German 
Soil, The Austrian participants in the Giylapic Games iust also have experi- 
enced these fcelings when they returned «σοι Berlin. Although the press 
here has reported the great Geran performance absolutely truth fully and 
appreciatively, great concern was nevertheless obviously felt lest the iupres- 
sions gained in Berlin should have too great an influence on the National-Soc- 
ialist atiosphere hcre, and the reception of the returning athletes was there- 
fore 836 as unobtrusive as possible. 


No official celebration whatsoever took place in Vienna, in order 
to avoid the feared dononstrations. These celebrations were transferred to 
Linz, where Prince Starhaiberg had travelicd, Joy at the austrian Olympic 
success was cxpresscd in individual oclebrations, as for exaiple in Kreins, 
where tho Olympic victory in the singlc-canoe event was given the frecdana of 
the city, Auidst the cnthusiastic participation of the whole population. 


Austria діа not do badly in Berlin. It is placed after Great 
Britain in the total. score. Pride over this, but especially the over-whela- 
ing experience of ccuaon Geran Wilioower will bear rich fruit in this country 
and will prove an irreplaceable aid in the battle for the victory of the 
national idea. 


Apart fron this, there is the following to report: 


On the occasion of a dinner which I gave on Sunday night in Berlin 
in honour of the Secretary of State in the Polish Forci,n Office, Count Szembeck 
the latter expressed his great satisfaction to ne about his talk with the 
Fuhrer and the latter's declaration that Geriany had no desire to disturb 
Polish-French relations, provided that the loyalty of German-Polish relations 
did not suffer throught thene Couns Szeriberk repeatedly stressed the fact -

Contents: Re the Situation in the Danube region. 
The secret Czech information service reaently gave its Vienna branch 
the following survey: 


"The increased activity of German end particularly of Hungarian 
dipiomacy and the introduction of 2 rear coipulsoscy military service in Germany 
which has just taken place, give Czechoslovakia cause icr the most serious 
fears with regard to further developments in Europe and in particular 
in the Central European region. Although the reports we have received from 
Rome, Paris and Lonüon still continue to leave open tne cucstion of Italy's 
orientation and of its political aims for the imminent future (we have по 
confirmation for the time being of the creation of c German-Italian military 
alliance), Czechoslovakian ро11сў must reckon with the probability of a 
German-Hungarican-Austrian-Italian bloc, which Poland and Bulgaria might 
under certain circumstances join (though with reservations). 


The general European situation, and in particular the tension in the 
Danube region and in the Balkans, is so serious at the present moment that we 
sce ourselves forced to devote all our attention to this question. The focal 
point of the problem lies, in accordance with its nature, in the relations 
between Italy and the German Reich, all the more so as the diplomacy of both 
Rome and Berlin is carrying on а game which is extraordinarily complicated and, 
in many points, completely impossible to sce through. In this game, stakes 
are concerned which are so high for both the imperialistic powers that, when 
Judging the present situation, one is forced to take every "trifle" and every 
"nuance" scriously into account". 


Simultancously the secret Czech information service placed а sum of 
250,000 Czech crowns at the disposal of the Vienna informetion service for 
the necessary special expenditure.

The nervousness which is visible in the cbove lines was increased even 


further by the Regent Horthy's visit to the Fuehrer and the resignation of 
Titulescu which took р1с.се so suddenly the day before yesterday. 


About the withdrawal of Titulescu I near from the Yugoslav minister here 
that Prince Regent Poul has for a long time been actively trying to eliminate 
this unpleasant politician. Fears were felt that, at the meeting of the 
Little Entente planned fop the 12.9 at Brotislava, Rumania and Czechoslovakia 
would again press most strongly for a reconciliation of Belgrade with Moscow. 
Central European politics experienced an extraordinary detente as tho result 
of this resignation, especially as the collaboration between Benes and 
Titulescu vas thereby tezminaied. The nov Rumanian Foreign Minister vas 
actually а Geclared Fran.cphile. Не would however unconditionally follow the 
line laid dom by the King. 1% was hoped to obtain deliverios of var material 
from France under favourable conditions, but under no circumstances would 
any engagements in the direction of Soviet efforts be entercd into in exchange, 


In Austria the events in Spain pive had the effect of an extraordinarily 
heavily stressed front against all infiusnoos from Moscow, Ecclesiastical 
(Innitzer's proclamation) and state authorities repeatedly draw attention to 
the danger of an advance of Bolshevist influences. 


I hear confidentially that the Federal Chancellor had ο detailed 
discussion with the board of the Freedom Union and Trades Union Society on 
the 26.8. The Federal Chancellor campaigned for the support of both these 
powerful organisations, stating tit autumn would bring several reshuffles 
in the government "in which the workers vould receive due appreciation", 
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"I beg you, gentlemen, to support me, I am resolved to continue to 
dedicate myself to the difficult tasks of our state. I am not thinking of 
marrying, And the rumours that my alleged bride is demnding that I should 
retire from politics are untenable and stupide. The agreement with Germany 
of the llth July was a necessity, Bolshevism stands on the frontiers of our 
Austria. We must protect ourselves, so that it should not penetrate into our 
country. In Autumn we shall have 50,000 regular soldiers. 1/е cannot create 
& compulsory militia because we have no moncy for clothing, food and pay. 

Let us give foreign countries the impression that we are united and let us 
create a voluntecr militia of 200,000, I heve spoken with a foreign military 
expert who explained to me tie dangers of Bolshevism.. The showdown between the 
antagonistic ideologies may occur soon, But it is sure to occur within two 
years at most. Support me, I count on you", 


Herr Ѕ+айа gavo the assurance that tne Freedom Union (Freiheitsbund) as 
a political organisation of workers, stood behind the Fedorol Chancellor. It 
is, hoiever, certain that it will ppt forward political counter-dem:nás. 


The increasing cvorsion ~ particularly of the working classes = to Jewish 
domination is pleasing. The “Aust#ian workers Paper" of the 30.8 published 
‘a sensational article about this. (Sco "Essener Nationcl-Zeitung" and Ш.А, Za) 
And also Georg Коскопсусг!з book "Regarding tho Vicnnese Jewish question" is 
being widely circulated and is causing a great sensation. I enclose a 
detailed commentary by the "Wiener Neueste Nachrichten" dated the 1.9, This 
work is particularly suitable for use for propaganda owing to its unassailable 
objective argumentation:= 


Tho Spanish development is impressing the statesmen here ever more 
clearly with the world historical importance of the decision which the Fuehrer 
took when he set up on impenetrable dam against Bolshevism with Germany. 
Recognizing this, the Federel Chancellor pressed that about 230 million shillings 
shoyla be used for the army in the drawing; up of the budget which is just endinge 
Against the opposition of the Finance iiinister, they are accounted for in the 
"regular budget", owing to the difficulties which would otherwise have to be 
expected from Geneva. Other necessary expenses have naturally had to be 
reduced to this end. 


I have already mentioned recently that the Federal Chancellor has in 
principle approved the getting of war material from Germany, and it would be 
appropriate to begin negoti:.tions about this after the termination of the 
Geneva talks. Government circles are worried th.t after the withdrawal of the 
League of Nations delegate it will not be possible - owing to the objections 
of the Jews sitting on the international banking commission to bring about 
the cessation of the internstional financial control in Geneva, which is 
actually self-evident, 


The Finance Minister, Draxler, has therefore got a middleman to request 
me that the Reich Government should make its good services available to win 
Rome's support in the question of stopping the control. In view of the 
Ballhausplatz' good relations with Rome, this requust is somewhat surprising. 
It could only be explained if imssolind Ғосгѕ thet, if the control ceascd, 
German cconomic and financial influence might become too strong

fhe progress of normalizing relations with Germany ot the present time is 
obstructed ру the continucd persistence of the Ministry of Security, occupicd 
by the old anti-Netionel Socielistic officials, Changes in personnel are 
therefore of utmost inmortance. But thoy are definitely not to be expected 
prior to the conference on the cbolishing of tho Control of Finances 
(Finanzkontrollc) at Geneva, The Chineclicr of the League hos informed Minister 
Glaise-Horstenou, of his intention, to offer him the porto folio of the Ministry 
of the Interior.

1) Further to the report by the Charge d'affaires - No. A 5572 of

existed within the Heimwehr (Hone Guards) had led to a couplete break between 
Starhenberg anl rey, both these gentlemen hal turned to the government for 
assistance, Starcibors had, as is known, accused the foruer Vice Chancellor, 
Fey, of having traitorously participatcd in the events of thc July Putsch of 
1934, to which Foy intenced to answer by bringing a public action, After 
Chanceller Schuschnisshad ^t first scene inclined to let such a trial take 
its course, he changcd his mind on the intervention of various iwnsters, when 
it was pointed out to hin how untenable the position of the: government would 
becone, which had, after ail, tolerated Vice Chancellor Fey in its midst for 
a whole year after the ASE > БГУ, Tnerefore, in order to avoid a public 
scandal, attempts were male to mediate beirzeen the two sides. Now, however, 
Starhemberg made the demand that he be again token into the cabinet and given 
the position of ifinister for Var. 


The Federal Chancellor turned iown this ultimatum, where-upon а 
violent arguiaent took place, during which th. Chancellor threatened Prince 
Starhcnberg with the dissolution of the Hei-wehr, In the meantiue, Herr sinndel 
had called a larze nuuber of well known Hei wehr lenders to the well known 
uceting’ at Viener-lNeustadt, at which Prince Starhemberg made an extremely 
sharp speech against Schuschnigg, whose true intention of iissolving the 
Heiiwehr he said he had now recognised, and whoa he accused of being a traitor 
to the Fatherland Front, "Our courades in- the iieinwehr now know what to do," 
with these words he inlicateü the ministers Bahr and Drexler who were present 
and who nodiícd their heals affiruntircly. Amazingly; uoroale had sat down next

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It is unde; 1. that the Federal Chancellor's decision to dissolve 
tho para-military formations means a strong increase of nis authority. Secret- 
ary of State Schmidt, with whom I today had a 1$ hour discussion on the 
situation, entirely agrecd with me when I stressed the fact that this step by 
the Chancellor had only осоп male possible by the peace treaty with the German 
Reich, and that its consequence must be a further and visible improvement in 
Gerunn-Austrian relations. Scorot: wy of State Schmidt told me that both he and 
the Federal Chancellor had рсїпөї an extremely syupathotic impression from the 
discussion with Prine Minister Goring in Budapest, that personal contacts of 
this kind ought to be frequently repeated, and that both he and the Federal 
Chancellor were convinced of the rapprochement and of the necessity for strength- 
cnin; Geruen-ivstrion relations, in a manner visible from outside as well, 


As the Chancellor has ovrv.ned a large assembly of the Fatherland front 
in Vienna for the 18,10, at which he will defime his attitude to the new 
situation in a specch on hih politics, I have taken the opportunity of impress- 
ing on the Secretary of State the need for herr von Schuschnigg saying some 
clear and unambiguous words on this occasion regarding his relations with 
Germany and on reconcilintion with National Socialisine I an nopeful that he 
will comply with this. 


Regarding the effect of the dissolution of the para-military formations 
on internal Austrian affairs, nothin: c^n be said as yet. It is entirely 
possible that this decrece, like so iy other Austrian decisions, will remain 
only a facade, Strictly speaking, the prra-military formations were actually 
alreaiy Cissolvel once before, as a result of the decision to form an 
independant militia, but nobody took any notice of this dissolution, But one 
thin; is certain, the anti-ustrian orientation of tho Reich, which existed 
until the 11th of July, asain and acain male it possible to combine the most 
heterogeneous clements in the para-militery formations against us. Now that 
this oricntation has, thank God, = removed, the Blacks, the Yellows and the 
Greens will only have each other to deal with, and the truly national elements 
will find their way to where йы are working for the interests ani the 
future of the Reich, Por this reason the new developement is a further progress 
in the policy started by the Fuhrer on the 11th of July which will have the 
greater offoct the more we гопошрог not to awake renewed fear of totalitarian 
ideas of the Reich by unneecessary pressure or too obvious propoganda. 

Any actions by the dissolved para-uilitcercy formations against the 
government are extreuciy unlixoly at the moucnt,

Affairs today about the ucotinz of the Rome Protocol powers in Vienna and about

In the sense of uy report No. 6115 of the 21st October 1936 to the 
Foreign Office, I asked the Scerctary of State if an econouic rapprochement to 
tho Little Entente, in particuler to Czechoslovakia, was contcrmplated on the 
part of the Three Powcrs, anc how far plans to that end hal already proceeded, 
The Secretary of Stato inforiol no in confide nec, in this connection, that Rome 
had iniced urgently desired an inclusion of Czechoslovakia and that austria also 
fundamentally desired an iiprovcoaent in hor relations to a country with whom 
she had formerly been connected, Dut that Hungary hal reiscu considerable 
objections. The very pronounce’ attitude which Mussolini alopted towarls the 
Hungarian revision icnonis for yesterday could presumably be traced back to the 
questionnaire which Czechoslovakia had honled in in Rone as a result of these 
endeavours, The opinion in Vienna was that the matter hal now no chance of 
success, He, the Soorctory of State, was, hou vor, convinced that ifr. Benes 
would soon ch^n;e nis course lecisively, in view of tho fact that the external 
and internal situation in Czechoslovakia was constantly growing more impossible. 


fhe government here would, furtheruore, set particularly great store

Among other things, Herriot says the following: "The French government's 
thoughts are directed above all towards peace, То our minds, as to Briand's, 
war is a crime, There is nothing smbicnous about our programme; we gave 
expression to this in our reply to Germany (cf, League of Nations, VI, 11 septi), 
We are following the League of Nations' Policy, a policy in tne eyes of wnich 
all nations, whether great or small, have equal rights. We note with pleasure 
that we were not the only ones to declare that German rearmament is the be- 
ginning of the return of the old follies; for it is a question of rearmament, 
There are numerous proofs of this available besides the w&lllmowm announcements, 
The technical details for rearmament have been multiplied, A minister who 
continually reproaches us for our alleged desire for hegemony exposes the 
intention expressed in a very reserved form in the diplomatic note, by demanding 
materials and asking that a militia be created, The decree of the 13th Sept. 
organises the preparation of German youth in such a way that they are ina 
position to bear arms, It is one of the saddest chapters of the present period 
to call up the young generation - who ought to have benefited by their fathers' 
painful experiences - for exercises which are not favourable to disarmament 
and to peace, How can one teach children the art of killing? Yrance, which 
has very often been calunniated, can call upon the world to bear witness to 
the fact that it has not fallen a victim to this infection and that it is 
directing its national education towards other goals, But we have another 
cause for concern as well, This is aroused in us by the obvious intention of 
proving that agreement exists between the demands which certain circles con- 
sider moderate and the publications of military experts who refuse to 
admit our Geneva declaration of faith and who mock at the difference we make 
between a war of aggression and a defensive war, These experts, whose 
authority is incontrovertible, wish to make us belicve that Germany is trying 
to organize a very powerful modern army not only intended for national defence - 
which would be entirely justified = but also suitable for attack, Just as 
Prussia once used the conditions which had been imposed upon her to create 
a dangerous army of a completely new kind, might not Germany's military genius 
try today to create an army - or even a double army ~ with the intention of 
striking a decisive blow into the heart of her opponent, for whom national 
defence is only one of the forms of a citizen's duties? That is what makes 
the disarmament problem so dramatic. It is indeed true that the Allies of 
the last war promised to decrease their armament, But people too often forget 
the preamble to Fart V of the VersaillesTreaty ond the explanatory document 
which Clemenceau handed over in the name of the Allies, This document states 
clearly that the disarmament of Germany is the first step towards that 
diminution and general limitation of armaments which all the powers are try- 
ing to carry out as one of the best means of preventing war - a diminution 
and limitation of armaments which the League of Nations ought to have brought 
about as one of its first duties, Undoubtedly the British memorandum of the 
15th Sept, , which loyally adheres to the will to cut down armaments, emphatical- 
ly showed that the preamble to Part V does not deprive the treaty of its oblig- 
atory nature, and that not л single roforence to the ways and means whereby 
the disarmament is to be carried out is to be found in the general statements 
of Article 8 of the Lengue of Nations Pact, But Fronce intends to respect 
most loyally this Article 8 and the obligations contained therein, 
I believe, I decisively proved in my reply to Germany that France has contri- 
buted to a considerable extent towards saving the Disarmament Conference in 
June and July, Herriot quotes from the answer of the French Scialists in 
1917 to the Stockholm questionnaicre the parts concerning mutual assistance, 
and declares that this doctrine which was then expressed by the Socialists 
was also his, Had it been fulfilled Article 8 of the League of Nations

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covenant would have been applied to its full extent. The reduction of 
armaments would be carried out without much ado, À system of mutual 
Supervision would be established » would limit official armaments and 
bring about the necessary abolition of sccret armament, In such a 
“mutuality of peace" the solution of the problems raised by Germany would 
not be hard, It was necessary to create a peace statute which would 
bring together all European nations in the same system of security and 
would give Germany her complete pacification, He thought he knew that 
prominent members of the League of Nations were at the moment studying a 
programme which was intended to bring about the co-ordination of dis- 
armament with security, Under the present circwastances, France intended 
to build up her doctrine and her actions on unlimited respect for the 
Peace Treaty and for the League of Nations covenont. France did not 

hate any people, She could still have been standing on the Rhine today, 
She had given Germany free hand before the time limit in the territories 
occupied as a result of the tre^tios, She had received no thanks for this. 
She had had to rebuild part of the devastated area, After the Young Plan, 
faithful adherence to which was sworn by Germany, was put into force, 

she had made the greatest sacrifices in her reporation claims, For this 
too she had reecived no thanks. france, which was herself affected by 
the economic crisis, hed to protect her own production, but in spite of 
this she opened her frontiers to German goods, and in 1931 Germany had 
had a surplus of 5,285,000 franes in her trade with France, For this 

she was not thanked either,"
